She 
came, to Canada in 1920, residing in 
Winnipeg. The couple were married 
in that city on June 14th, 1920. Later 
they came to Vulcan, residing on their 
farm home in the Red Cross district. 
Five sons — Walter, Glen, George, 
Elmer and. Jack—and one daughter, 
Josephine, were born to the union. 
All survive their mother. For the 
past three years Mrs. Love had suf¬ 
fered from illness, to which she suc¬ 
cumbed. 

Funeral services were held from the 
United church, Vulcan, on Wednesday, 
February 20th.

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In making this suggestion no one underestimates the 
splendid -work done by Coach * nth the In¬ 

termediates this winter, nor the 'capable coaching of 
younger teams. It would be unfair also to overlook' the 
fine volunteer service that has been given in the past 
years by local coaches and managers. But the point is 
this is volunteer service, imposed on a few already busy 
men, and often started quite late, m the season. Too often 
also, completely urirewaided, even by a vote of thanks. 

A full-time coach, hired under a business arn ngement, 
at a reasonable salary, for four months each year, ^could 
work wonders with the promising material in the town. 
He could start the youngsters in good system and contin¬ 
ue alT along the line of players. The results of such a 
buikling up process would he apparent in very short time, 
and would give a stimulus to winter sport interest, that 
under present methods is. very, erratic. The value would 
undoubjAiy he realized also in gate receipts. In the past 
few years^hockey. has been maintained here with the 
greatest difficijjty. Plans are left till late in the season, 
and the result is often far from systematic/ The.re is a 
rally to the rescue at the lastmioute by a few citizens 
who feel the sport should not be allowed to lapse. EJut 
this does not brfttg out the full capabilities of players nor 
does it. bring out the fans. Directly or indirectly a full¬ 
time hockey coach would be a good influence on every boy 
in town, and a good investment for the town.

“One of the gang that kidnapped the Canadian brewer, 
John S. Labatt, last August, has been sentenced to 15 
years in prison. The name is David Meisner, a Cincin¬ 
nati gambler. Meisner was indicted on Jan. 29. The next 
day he was brought to trial. He had an alibi witness, Le¬ 
roy .Hall, a former Covington (Ky.) detective, -who swore 
Meisner was in Cincinnati at the time of the kidnapping. 
But the ex-datective did not appear in court for cross-ex¬ 
amination. He skipped. As the. attorney for the Crown 
put it, Hall “came here to lie and took flight in his high- 
powered car.’’ 

“Another witness-.for Meisner also vanished. The de¬ 
fense collapsed. The prbceeding occupied le-^ than a 
.week. This is how justice works in Canada. 

“According to the dispatches, this is the first kidnap.- 
ping case in a Canadian cqurt. It may not be the last, but 
it is a good guess that kidnapping will never flourish in 
Canada as it does in th? United States. It is a hazard¬ 
ous business up there. Justice doesn’t temper its wind to 
the sleek hyena in Canada. And perjury, purchased or 
sentimental, is a pr^enrious service.
